During Bherif Linville's last telp to
Salem he witnessed for the fOrst tlme
the new manner in which the conviels
at the state penitentlary are given
thelr meals, Formerly all the prison-
ers were fed In thelr cells, ‘with the re-
sult that there was much loss of food.
Then, too, the cells were uneleanly in
consequence of the method of feeding
the pﬂmmn. and nn-ruly the plan
wae nnrd!d A% & poor one..

Now, however, the new dining room
has betn opened, and 300 men eat
there. The room Is large and well ar-
ranged and everything s as clean as
A now pin. The sherift speaks bighly
of the excellent mapner in which the
prisoners are handled, and says the
food s Arst class in every partieular.
The sheriff, with Major Smith and E.
A. Taylor, were shown irough the
dining room by the superintendent on
Sunday’.

*There Is but one guard in the dining
room,” sald the sherilf yesterday. *This
man occuples u cage placed at an ele-
vation of 12 feet, 'The cage Is of Iron
lattice work and from It the guard
communds a view of every part of the
big dining room. Before the prisoners
are permitted to enter the dining hall
the guard ls taken to the rage and
locked there, with an uplonded gun,
Altérwards a supply of ammunition ls
